A few evenings after- 
ward he met Governor Beaver of Penn- 
sylvania in the lobby of the hotel and 
publicly insulted him, even going 80 
far as to pull his nose. Captain Armes 
was tried by court-martial for conduct 
unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
tleman, and was found guilty and sen- 
tencee to dismissal from the army. 
The President subsequently com- 
muted the sentence and ordered 
Armes to be restricted within a limit 
of fifty miles of the District of Colum- 

bia for three years. Upon recommen- 
dation of the Secretary of War, the 
President has now commuted this 
sentence and Armes, in the future, 
ean go where he pleases. 


Rebels Rejoice.

Wasnineton, July 29.—The Chilean 
Congressional envoys emphatically 
deny the truth of the reports from 
Santiago to the effect that thousands 
of the soldiers of the Congressional 
army at Iquigue refused to leave 
there when ordered to Atacama be- 
cause they had received the pay of 
soldiers of the Iquique government ;

He was startled 
to find that he could not print 
whatever he pleased with another 
man’s pame at the head of the edi- 
torial column. This fact induced 
a coolness from which the great 
silver advocate has never recov- 
ered.
